ſeverall times; of all which not one of them breathe one 
v_ Aire, \ = P 

I fall now immediatly upon the pa ore propounded, 
Ina place in Holand, called wiekbam , boliiy ay manges 
Towne; as lying betwixt He//and and thoſe parts belong- 
ing to the-Empire, on the River Rhine, lived on [oachins 
Skenker, whoſe wife name was Parnel, a man of good re- 
venue, but of a great cltate in money and cattle : theſe two 
having very lovingly lived together, without any iffuc, to 
fuccced them in their goods and inheritance: it being, no 
ſmall gnefe unto them , that cither (trangers , or fſoine of 
their owne —_——— Kindred ſhould after death cnjoy 
thoſe meanes, for whichthey had ſo leboriouſly travail'd : 
when they were in their greateſt deipaire , it hapned thus, 
ſhe found her ſ{clfe conecived with childe , which was a

This prod 1gie Reawifeis T extor alſo remembreth us of a 
female Monſter called Adarin , who fromche navill up= 
ward, had the cftigics of a faire and beautifull woman, but 
from thence downward had the true thape of a well pro- 
portioned Marc, wich foare fect, a tatle, andevery timbe 
and-member correſponding to an Equinall fgure, who 1i- 
ved an hundred 43 yeeres.. In the Biſhopricke of Coles 
2 woman, ſome thinke a Witches Curſe, fome otherwiſe, 
brought forth into the Warld ar. one birth one hundred 
threeſcore and hve children: alt which though they were 
of wondrous ſnnll (tature , yet they were borne with life, 
and chriftned , and a monument remaynes for thern to this 
day, her praycror curſe being ». that. ſhee might have as 
many children at one birth , as! cheve were dayes in the 
ycere. Monſters have been borne within thefo few yeeres 
in Virgin, New Englazd, and other Cotonics of our own. 
Plantation, of which it is now too. long to inliſt, And the 
like prodigious ts now , that a Gentleman of quality 
within theſe mancth diet,' who bemg gpened, inhis heart 
was found a worm jn theforme of a Sorpent, whichftret- 
ched ont, was: foemit:to be-fixteenCinches Jong.

But if we thalt beany way: jealous of the trruth of reve-
